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Liaison  Position  Axed

BOSTON  —  In  an  action 
suspected  by  many  to  be 
politically  motivated,  the  position 
of  liaison  between  the  Boston 
mayor’s  office  and  the  lesbian  and 
gay  community  has  been 
eliminated. 

Robin  MacCormack,  who  has 
filled  the  position  since  it  was 
created  two  years  ago,  was  told  on 
Friday,  May  29  that  he  will  be  laid 
off  as  of  June  16  as  a  result  of 
budget  cuts  made  in  response  to 
Proposition  2Vi.  Proposition  2Vi, 
passed  by  Massachusetts  voters 
last  year,  limits  property  taxes  and 
sharply  reduces  city  revenue. 

State  Representative  Tom 
Vallely  of  Boston’s  heavily  lesbian 
and  gay  Eighth  Suffolk  district 
termed  the  elimination  of  the 
position  a  “devastating  symbol  to 
the  gay  community  which  the  city 
should  redress  immediately.” 

Michael  Donovan,  a  press  aide 
to  Mayor  Kevin  White,  told  GCN 
the  post  has  been  eliminated  for 
purely  financial  reasons  after  “a 
programmatic  decision  that  had  to 
be  made  in  view  of  the  enormous 
cuts  we  had  to  make.” 

Donovan  said  45  percent  of  the 
workers  in  the  mayor’s  office  are 
being  laid  off. 

Others  claim  the  post  was 
eliminated  because  MacCormack 
has  not  become  part  of  the 
political  machine  White  has  built 
in  his  12  years  as  mayor. 

Donovan  said  that  there  is  no 
question  of  MacCormack’s 
competence.  In  a  statement  issued 
on  March  7  of  last  year.  White 


said,  “[MacCormack]  has  been 
effective  in  his  job,  but  more 
importantly,  he  is  in  a  genuine 
sense  a  pioneer  whose  job 
performance  has  been  closely 
scrutinized  not  only  by  the  city 
bureaucracy  but  by  his 
Community.  He  has  stood  up  well 
under  that  scrutiny.” 


Meeting  on  Monday,  June  1 
the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride 
Committee  discussed  commu¬ 
nity  response  to  the  elimination 
of  the  liaison  position.  It  was 
agreed  to  form  a  delegationto 
meet  with  Mayor  Kevin  White 
and  to  call  a  community  meet¬ 
ing. 

The  meeting  will  be  held  at 
7:30  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  June  9 
at  128  Tremont  Street,  fourth 
floor.

Legal  Action  Taken 
Against  INS,  TWA

NEW  YORK  —  A  gay  man 
U.S.  immigrations  officals 
recently  turned  away  from  the 
U.S.  border  has  filed  a  formal 
complaint  against  the  Immigra¬ 
tion  and  Naturalization  Service 
and  is  suing  Trans  World  Airlines 
for  their  assistance  to  the  INS  in 
deporting  him. 

Lesbians  and  gay  men  in  several 
countries  protested  on  May  29 
against  the  harassment  of  lesbian 
and  gay  male  visitors  to  the  U.S. 
by  border  guards  here  (see  article, 
this  issue).  . 

Philip  Fotheringham,  a  23-year- 
old  British  and  Canadian  citizen, 
flew  from  England  into  New  York 
on  May  5,  intending  to  visit  a 
friend  in  Washington,  D.C.  be¬ 
fore  returning  to  his  parents’ 


home  in  Toronto. 

At  customs,  in  Kennedy  Inter¬ 
national  Airport,  an  official 
checked  to  see  if  Fotheringham’s 
name  appeared  in  a  book  of  “un¬ 
desirable  persons.”  Immigrations 
officers  then  searched  his  luggage 
until  they  found  written  indication 
that  Fotheringham  is  gay. 

Fotheringham  told  reporters 
that  one  of  the  officials,  upon  dis¬ 
covering  his  diary,  said,  “I  think 
we’ve  hit  the  jackpot  here.” 

In  what  Fotheringham  describ¬ 
ed  to  the  London  Gay  News  (GN) 
as  “three  hours  of  absolute  hell 
and  harassment,”  immigration 
•officers  passed  around  and  read  a 
number  of  his  personal  letters  and 
his  journal.

Immigration  Bill  Introduced 


WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Two 
Congresspersons  have  introduced 
a  bill  to  repeal  the  section  of  the 
nation’s  immigration  laws  which 
mandates  the  exclusion  of  homo¬ 
sexual  aliens  from  the  U.S. 

House  Bill  3524,  introduced  by 
Representatives  Julian  Dixon  and 
Anthony  Beilenson  of  Lqs  Angel¬ 
es,  calls  for  the  elimination  of 
“Sexual  deviation”  as  a  grounds 
for  exclusion  under  section 
212  (a)  (4)  of  the  Immigration  and 
Nationality  Act  of  1952. 

Dixon  told  the  House  on  May 
12  that  the  present  exclusion  is 
“offensive  to  the  basic  American 
standards  of  justice  and  fair 
play.” 

“Unless  violent  or  criminal, 
one’s  sexual  conduct  should  not 
be  used  as  a  criteria  for  determin¬ 
ing  one’s  fitness  to  enter  this 
country,”  Dixon  said,  adding  that 
“an  individual’s  private,  personal 
sexual  preference  is  utterly 
irrelevant  to  this  issue,  and  ignores 
the  contributions  which  such  an 
individual  might  otherwise  make 


to  this  country.” 

Dixon  further  noted  that  the  ex¬ 
clusion  is  virtually  unenforceable, 
has  tied  up  scarce  INS  enforce¬ 
ment  resources,  and  has  unneces¬ 
sarily  complicated  the  conduct  of 
American  foreign  policy. 

Several  lesbian  and  gay  rights 
organizations,  as  well  as  the  psy¬ 
chiatric  community,  have  actively 
sought  repeal  or  administrative 
modification  of  this  exclusion. 
Carl  Hill,  a  British  citizen  who 
tried  unsuccessfully  to  enter  the 
U.S.  wearing  a  gay  pride  button  in 
1979,  first  focussed  the  attention 
of  lesbians  and  gay  men  on  the 
discriminatory  policy.  Last  Sep¬ 
tember,  after  legislation  identical 
to  H.R.  3524  was  introduced  by 
Representative  Beilenson  and  Sen¬ 
ator  Alan  Cranston  from  Califor¬ 
nia,  the  Justice  Department  en¬ 
dorsed  repeal  of  the  exclusion  reg¬ 
ulation  and  stated  that  individuals 
would  not  be  detained  unless  they 
made  a  “voluntary,  unsolicited 
admission”  of  homosexuality.

portion  of  MacCormack’s  activity 
has  involved  the  Boston  Police 
Department.  He  has  helped 
educate  police  on  community 
needs  and  has  sided  in 
investigations  by  serving  as  a 
conduit  for  information  from 
members  of  the  community  who 
would  not  communicate  directly 
with  the  police. 

Mac  Cormack  has  devoted  time 
recently  to  an  increasing  number 
of  muggings  at  knifepoint  in  the 
Fenway  and  Copley  Square  areas 
and  to  the  five  known  murders  of 
gay  men  that  have  occurred  in  the 
Boston  area  so  far  this  year. 

Gay  activist  Joe  Martin 
commented,  “Robin  has  served  as 
a  vital  liaison  with  the  Police 
Department,  among  other  things. 
Given  the  rise  in  assaults  on  gay 
men  and  lesbians  in  this  city,  that 
kind  of  liaison  is  essential  to  the 
community’s  recieving  sensitive 
and  adequate  police  protection.” 

MacCormack  has  also  worked 
in  a  number  of  other  areas 
involving  city  agencies  and  the 
community. 

Observers  within  the  city 
government  and  outside  it 
question  the  motives  involved  in 
the  termination  of  the  post.  City 
Councillor  Rosemarie  Sansone 
pointed  out  that  the  $14,000 
yearly  salary  the  position  costs  the 
city  is  relatively  small.  “I  think 
that  since  the  position  is  certainly 
not  in  the  higher  categories  as  far 
as  salary  goes,”  she  said,  “[the 
explanation  given  by  the  mayor’s 
office]  is  not  an  appropriate 
response.  I  think  that  they  could 
have  found  the  money  for  that 
position  .  .  .  [Retaining  the 
position]  was  not  a  priority  to  the 
mayor.” 

At  least  one  similar  position  in 
White’s  office  involves  a 
considerably  higher  salary.  A 
liaison  to  the  Hispanic  community 
hired  last  December  is  paid 
$22,500  a  year. 

Other  members  of  the  mayor’s 
staff,  according  to  some  sources, 
are  paid  primarily  to  do  political 
work  for  White.  Councillor  Larry

DiCarra  told  GCN,  “There  are 
certainly  scores  of  people  on  the 
public  payroll  who  perform 
services  of  questionable  public 
benefit  who  recieve  a 
compensation  much  greater  than 
that  recieved  by  Robin 
MacCormack.” 

Valley  told  GCN,  “it  is 
inconceivable  to  me  that  this  was 
done  with  the  total  understanding 
of  what  it  symbolized  ...  I  am 
hopeful  that  the  situation  was  not 
politically  motivated,  but  it  may 
have  been.” 

Boston  gay  activist  Eric  Rofes 
points  out  that  MacCormack  has 
not  done  campaign  work  for 
White.  “In  my  opinion,”  Rofes 
said,  “Robin  has  seen  himself 


more  as  part  of  our  community 
than  as  part  of  the  mayor’s 
machine.” 

In  a  1979  interview 
MacCormack  said  he  had  not 
campaigned  for  White  “because 
that’s  not  what  I’m  paid  for.  I’m 
paid  by  city  funds  —  your  money, 
the  people’s  money.  I’m  not  paid 
with  campaign  funds”  (see  GCN, 
Vol.  7,  No.  7). 

Concerning  the  criteria  used  to 
determine  which  members  of  the 
mayor’s  staff  would  be  laid  off, 
DiCara  commented,  “I  think  the 
rules  of  the  game  are  very  simple. 
Those  people  who  are  blindly 
loyal  to  Kevin  White,  above  and 
beyond  whatever  public  duty  they

Worldwide  Demos  Target 
U.S.  Immigration  Policy

The  deportation  by  U.S. 
immigration  officials  of  a 
Canadian  gay  man  attempting  to 
visit  a  friend  in  Washington,  D.C. 
recently  sparked  the  first 
international  demonstration  by 
lesbians  and  gay  men. 

Simultaneous  protests  took 
place  on  May  29  in  London, 
Stockholm  and  six  cities  around 
the  U.S.  and  a  ninth  is  scheduled 
in  Amsterdam  for  June  23. 
Activists  in  Dublin, 
Coppenhagan,  Oslo,  Toronto  and 
Sydney  also  attempted  to 
participate,  but  could  not 
organize  their  communities 
quickly  enough. 

The  demonstrations  were 
coordinated  by  a  gay  organization 
in  Amsterdam,  the  Community 
for  Homosexual  Equality  in 
London,  the  Media  Center  of  the 
International  Gay  Association  in 
Dublin  and  the  Lesbian/Gay 
Press  Corps  (LGPC)  and  newly 
formed  National  Organization  for 
Lesbians  and  Gays  (NOLAG)  in 
the  U.S. 

“We  are  out  to  embarrass  the 
U.S.  government  to  the  core,” 
said  Philip  Fotheringham,  who 
was  ordered  to  fly  back  to 
England  by  border  officials  at 
Kennedy  International  Airport  on 
May  5. 

In  Minneapolis,  25  lesbians  and 


gay  men  with  signs  gathered  near 
customs  in  Hubert  H.  Humphrey 
International  Airport  and 
unfurled  a  banner  which  read, 
“Gay  tourists  are  good 
tourists$$$$.”  Airport  police 
arrested  six  of  the  protestors  for 
“bannering,”  a  misdemeanor 
when  they  reassembled  in  the 
airport’s  main  lobby  “where  we 
could  get  more  publicity,” 
according  to  Claude  Peck,  one  of 
those  arrested. 

State  Representative  Karen 
Clark,  a  lesbian,  was  among  the 
protestors.  Arrested  were  Robert 
Halfhill,  a  candidate  for  city 
council  in  Minneapolis’  heavily 
gay  Seventh  Ward;  Mike 
Williston,  coordinator  of  the  1981 
gay  pride  festivities;  Jim  Campbell 
editor  of  the  GLC  Voice 
Minnesota’s  gay  newspaper;  Jerry 
Lawrence;  Bill  Frishberg;  and 
Peck,  moderator  of  the  radio  talk 
show,  “Fresh  Fruit  Radio.” 

In  London,  about  30  people 
gathered  outside  the  U.S. 
Embassy  to  deliver  a  petition 
demanding  an  end  to  “this 
discriminatory  U.S.  law  which 
classifies  homosexual  men  and 
women  as  undesirable  aliens,” 
according  to  Greg  Day,  a  member 
of  LGPC.  Day  told  GCN  that  a 
U.S.  citizen  who  attempted  to 
deliver  the  petition  was  forced  to 
leave  under  threat  of  arrest. 


When  embassy  officials  ordered 
the  protestors  off  the  sidewalk  in 
front  of  the  building,  they 
regrouped  across  the  street  and 
picketed  for  two  hours.  According 
to  Carl  Hill,  a  British  citizen  who 
challenged  U.S.  immigration 
policy  when  he  was  turned  away 
from  a  port  in  California  in  1979, 
U.S.  Security  guards  photograph¬ 
ed  demonstrators  from  the  roof  of 
the  Embassy  and  police  harassed 
the  crowd  by  summoning  paddy 
wagons  to  the  site. 

Approximately  25  San 
Franciscans  chanted,  “Every  gay 
to  the  U.S. A.,”  and,  “TWA  is 
anti-gay,”  according  to  protest 
organizer  Jim  Mannes. 

A  score  of  lesbians  and  gay  men 
picketed  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service’s  national 
headquarters  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  leafleting  those  who  left  the 
building,  including  David 
Crosland,  former  acting 
commissioner  of  the  INS, 
according  to  Day.  The  protestors 
also  filed  a  formal  complaint 
with  the  Office  of  Professional 
Responsibility,  a  federal  agency 
which  investigates  improper  acts 
by  civil  service  agencies. 

Other  demonstrations  took 
place  in  Boston,  Indianapolis,  Los 
Angeles  and  Stockholm.

restrictions  voted  on  medicaid  abortions 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  A  federal  House  and 
Senate  conference  committee  has  approved  the  most 
stringent  restriction  ever  placed  on  the  use  of 
Medicaid  funds  to  pay  for  abortions. 

The  New  York  Times  reports  that  while  consider¬ 
ing  supplemental  appropriations  measures  on  June  2, 
the  conference  committee  voted  to  restrict  Medicaid 
abortion  funds  to  cases  in  which  the  mother’s  life  is  in 
danger.  Current  law  permits  federal  funding  in  cases 
of  rape,  if  it  is  reported  within  three  days,  and  in  cases 
of  incest. 

The  same  committee  rejected  a  measure  already 
passed  by  the  House,  however,  which  would  have  pro¬ 
hibited  the  use  of  federal  employees’  health  plans  to 
cover  abortions.  Sen.  Mark  Hatfield  (R-OR),  who  is 
strongly  anti-abortion,  said  he  nevertheless  opposed 
the  health-plan  restriction  because  employees’ 
money  pays  for  part  of  the  cost  of  health  insurance. 


the  bells  are  ringing  in  Sweden 

STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  —  Same-sex  marriage 
may  soon  become  legal  in  Sweden. 

La  Repubblica,  an  Italian  daily  newspaper, 
reports  that  a  Swedish  parliamentary  committee  has 
recommended  legal  recognition  of  lesbian  and  gay

committee’s  recommendation. 

The  committee  calls  for  a  clear  legal  definition  of 
the  question  of  heredity,  joint  taxation,  pensions  for 
surviving  parties  and  the  rights  to  economic  benefits 
afforded  straight  couples  by  Sweden’s  social  services 
system.  _  _  .  - 

Same-gender  sex  was  decriminalized  in  Sweden 
in  1944.  Parliament  decreed  in  1973  that  “two  persons 
of  the  same  sex  living  together  shall  be  fully  accepted 
by  Swedish  society.” 

Sweden  was  the  first  nation  in  the  world  to  dis¬ 
avow  the  World  Health  Organization’s  classification 
of  homosexuality  as  a  sickness.

TAMPA,  FL  —  Lesbians  and  gay  men  will 
celebrate  this  city’s  first  Lesbian  and  and  Gay  Pride 
Week  this  year  from  June  19  through  28. 

The  estimated  80,000  gay  men  and  lesbians  of 
the  Tampa  Bay  area  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
attend  workshops,  cruise  the  seas  on  chartered 
boats,  dance  at  a  “Madhatters’  Ball,”  enjoy  a  concert 
and  view  an  art  show.  A  picnic  and  rally  are  also 
planned. 

Pride  Week  activities  are  being  organized  by  the 
Bay  Area  Rights  Council. 


cops  jail  man  for  torn  pants 

ATLANTA,  GA  —  Gazette  reports  that  police  here 
arrested  a  gay  man  on  April  26  and  jailed  him  for 
wearing  cut-off  jeans  with  a  small  tear  in  the  back. 

Gazette  says  the  accused  was  walking  home 
from  a  gay  bar  at  about  9:15  p.m.when  a  patrol  car 
swerved  in  from  of  him  and  blocked  his  way.  The 
officer  got  out  of  the  car  and  ordered  the  man  to  lean 
against  the  patrol  car,  then  searched  him.  When  the 
man  explained  he  was  only  walking  to  his  near-by 
apartment,  the  officer  reportedly  said, "That’s  too  bad 
because  that’s  the  way  it’s  going  to  be  from  now  on. 
And  you  can  tell  your  friends  that,  too.” 

After  a  series  of  homophobic  comments,  the 
officer  arrested  the  man  on  charges  of  public 
indecency,  citing  the  hole  in  his  pants.  The  charges 
were  later  dropped. 

Gazette  says  the  arrest  was  part  of  a  “spring 
clean-up”  campaign  Atlanta  police  have  launched 
against  gay  men  in  the  area. 


no  more  refugees  in  san  francisco 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  Metropolitan  Commu¬ 
nity  Church  (MCC)  has  turned  down  a  $100,000  grant 
to  resettle  gay  Cuban  refugees  on  the  grounds  that 
the  city’s  lesbian  and  gay  community  is  “saturated” 
with  refugees. 

According  to  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  the 
MCC  has  already  settled  some  173  refugees  in  the  Bay 
Area  but  jobs  the  refugees  can  perform  are  scarce. 
San  Francisco’s  economy  depends  primarily  on  tour¬ 
ism  and  there  is  reportedly  stiff  competition  among 
refugees  for  jobs  in  hotels  and  restaurants. 

MCC  minister  Robert  Falls  said  it  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find  affordable  housing  in  the  city  for  the  50 
gay  Cubans  the  grant  provided  for.  Falls  claimed  that, 
in  addition,  many  of  the  refugees  still  at  Ft.  Chaffee, 
Arkansas,  the  only  remaining  government  resettle¬ 
ment  center,  have  been  classified  as  having  emotion¬ 
al  problems. 

The  $100,000  grant,  which  was  made  through  the 
government’s  Cuban-Haitian  Refugee  Task  Force, 
was  to  provide  shelter,  food  and  clothing  for  the  50 
refugees  for  six  months. 


keeping  an  eye  on  the  keepers 

NEW  YORK  —  A  monitoring  process  has  been 
initiated  to  test  prison  officials’  compliance  with  an 
agreement  reached  in  court  last  year  to  allow  lesbian 
and  gay  publications  in  federal  prisons. 

By  the  terms  of  a  consent  decree  reached  in  a 
lawsuit  filed  against  the  federal  Bureau  of  Prisons, 
prisoners  must  be  allowed  to  receive  homosexual 
publications  which  are  not  sexually  explicit  or  which 
are  not  found  to  “pose  a  threat  to  the  security,  good 
order  or  discipline”  of  the  institution. 

The  consent  decree  concerned,  specifically,  Gay 
Community  News,  off  our  backs,  It’s  Time,  Christo¬ 
pher  Street,  In  Unity,  Our  Right  To  Love,  States  of 
Desire  and  Journal  of  Homosexuality.  All  similar 
publications  are  also  covered.

more  rapes  in  Chicago 

CHICAGO,  IL  —  Two  gay  men  have  been 
abducted  and  raped  in  this  city  in  a  continuing  series 
of  incidents,  Gay  Life  reports. 

A  22-year-old  man  reported  that  he  was  grabbed 
from  behind  and  blindfolded  as  he  was  leaving  a  gay 
bar  at  about  1:00  a.m.  on  May  7.  The  man  was  forced 
into  a  car  and  taken  to  a  second-floor  apartment  on 
the  city’s  North  Side,  where  his  abductors  raped  him 
and  abused  him  in  other  ways  throughout  the  night.  A 
chain  and  padlock  were  wrapped  around  his  neck. 

The  man  was  dropped  off  at  a  cemetery  the  next 
morning  without  having  seen  his  abductors  or  their 
car.  The  chain  and  padlock  were  stilt  wrapped  around 
his  neck. 

Another  gay  man  reported  that  he  was  abducted 
as  he  left  an  elevated  rapid  transit  station  just  after 
midnight  on  May  14  and  was  beaten  and  sexually  as¬ 
saulted  by  his  three  abductors. 

In  the  second  incident,  the  abductors  drove  a 
blue  van,  the  same  type  of  vehicle  described  by  the 
victims  of  several  similar  incidents  in  recent  months. 


anti-reagan  coalition  formed 

BOSTON  —  A  new  coalition  is  forming  here  to 
oppose  the  Reagan  administration’s  increased  mili¬ 
tary  spending  at  the  expense  of  social  programs. 

The  July  4  coalition  has  planned  a  demonstration 
on  that  day  on  the  Boston  Common  with  speakers,  lit¬ 
erature  tables  and  a  resolution,  which  will  be  sent  to 
all  appropriate  government  agencies.  A  permit  for  the 
event  has  been  issued  by  the  city.

Klux  Klan  have  closed  because  the  Reagan  adminis¬ 
tration  is  expected  to  do  their  jobs  for  them,  reports 
National NOWTimes,  apublication  of  the  National  Or¬ 
ganization  for  Women. 

Klan  Kleagle  Calvin  “Tex”  Reeves,  who  persuad¬ 
ed  the  Klan  to  endorse  the  Republican  Party  platform 
in  last  November’s  election,  has  reportedly  an¬ 
nounced  that  Klaverns  in  Columbus,  Macon  and  La- 
Grange  have  "hung  up  their  robes”  because  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration’s  "New  Directions.” 


gay  man  joins  the  supremes 

LOS  ANGELES  —  For  the  first  time  in  history,  an 
openly  gay  man  has  been  named  to  sit  on  a  state 
supreme  court. 

The  Los  Angeles  Daily  Journal  reports  that 
Stephen  Lachs,  who  was  appointed  as  judge  of  Los 
Angeles  Superior  Court  by  Governor  Edmund  Brown 
in  1979,  will  join  the  state  Supreme  Court  temporarily 
during  the  first  week  of  June. 

Pro  tempore  assignments  to  the  Supreme  Court 
have  become  necessary  because  of  the  death  of  one 
justice  and  the  appointment  of  another,  William  Clark, 
to  the  position  of  deputy  secretary  of  state  In  the 
Reagan  administration. 

Lachs,  who  has  been  active  in  gay  politics,  re¬ 
ceived  a  high  rating  from  the  California  State  Bar 
before  his  appointment  as  superior  court  judge. 


consensual  divorce  in  spain 

MADRID,  Spain  —  Despite  opposition  from  the 
Catholic  Church,  the  Spanish  Parliament  has  passed 
legislation  allowing  divorce  by  mutual  consent  and 
has  voted  down  an  amendment  which  would  have  per- 
would  cause  “grave  injury”  to  the  children. 

The  new  legislation  permits  divorce  even  when 
the  spouses  continue  to  live  together  due  to  eco¬ 
nomic  necessity  but  gives  judges  the  responsibility  of 
assuring  in  cases  of  separated  couples  that  the  sepa¬ 
ration  is  freely  consented  to  by  both  sides. 

Newstront  International  cites  the  French  daily  Le 
Monde  as  saying  that  debate  on  the  measure  split  the 
ruling  Union  of  the  Democratic  Center  (UCD),  with 
UCD  Christian  Democrats  siding  with  the  Catholic 
Church  and  other  conservatives. 


gay  prisoner  seeks  revision  of  sentence 

NORTHAMPTON,  MA  —  Ken  Appleby,  a  gay 
inmate  at  the  Hampshire  County  House  of  Correc¬ 
tions,  will  have  a  hearing  on  lowering  his  sentence. 

Appleby,  who  was  convicted  in  1978  of  hitting  his 
S&M  lover  once  with  a  riding  crop,  received  a 
sentence  of  eight  to  ten  years.  In  1980,  he  was  also 
convicted  of  picking  up  a  hustler  in  Manhattan  and, 
with  his  lover,  bringing  him  back  to  Springfield,  where 
sex  acts  took  place.  Appleby  was  found  guilty  of 
kidnap  and  rape  and  sentenced  to  18  to  25  years. 

The  Hampden  County  Superior  Court  Probation 
Department  has  ordered  a  review  of  Appleby’s 
sentence.  The  judge  at  Appleby’s  second  trial  was 
Paul  Tamburello,  who  is  now  retired.  Recently 
established  sentencing  guidelines  offer  Appleby  the 
chance  for  altering  his  lengthy  sentence.  Appleby 
filed  motions  with  Superior  Court  Judge  John 
Moriarty,  seeking  a  reduction  of  sentence.  Moriarty, 
who  is  an  advocate  of  the  recent  guidelines,  has  taken 
Appleby’s  motions  under  advisement.  Appleby  is 
scheduled  for  a  revise  and  revoke  hearing  on  June  15. 

In  a  related  development,  Appleby  has  filed  44 
libel  suits  against  Massachusetts  newspapers,  seek¬ 
ing  a  total  of  $103  million  in  damages  from  them  and 
from  three  individuals  who,  Appleby  claims,  pub¬ 
lished  “malicious  and  untrue  stories”  about  him 
which,  he  alleges,  brought  him  to  ruin. 

Appleby, at  the  time  of  his  June  13, 1978,  arrest, 
was  a  successful  Springfield  businessman.  Hampden 
County  District  Attorney  Matthew  Ryan  arrested 
Appleby  and  alleged  he  was  a  homosexual  mass  mur¬ 
derer,  then  had  Appleby’s  yard  dug  up  but  found 
nothing.  D.A.  Ryan  himself  has  recently  come  under 
fire  from  State  Sen.  Alan  Sisitsky,  who  is  demanding  a 
state  investigation  of  the  22-year  incumbent,  alleging 
malfeasance  in  office.

“White  Night”  Remembered

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  crowd 
estimated  at  500  people  attended  a 
rally  on  Thursday,  May  21  on  City 
Hall  steps  to  commemorate  the 
second  anniversary  of  the  “White 
Night”  riots. 

Two  years  ago  police  and  dem¬ 
onstrators  clashed  on  this  same 
spot  during  a  demonstration  called 
to  protest  the  unusually  light 
involuntary  manslaughter  verdict 
given  former  Supervisor  Dan 
White  for  assassinating  Supervisor 
Harvey  Milk  and  Mayor  George 
Moscone  (see  GCN,  Vol.  6,  No. 
44).  The  riot  resulted  in  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  a  dozen  police  cars  and  the 
police  invasion  of  hitherto  peace¬ 
ful  Castro  Street,  during  which 
police  brutalized  patrons  of  the 
Elephant  Walk  Bar. 

During  therally,  emcee  Sal  Ros- 
selli  announced  that  the  California 
Supreme  Court  had  just  rejected 
Dan  White’s  bid  to  reduce  his 
seven-year  eight-month  sentence. 
Twenty-eight  people  had  been 
arrested  during  the  riot,  19  of  them 
for  felonies  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No. 
8).  Some  of  those  charged  with 
multiple  felonies  could  spend  more 
time  in  prison  than  White  himself. 
After  two  years,  the  cases  of  seven 
of  the  felony  defendants  have  yet 


to  be  resolved. 

The  rally,  sponsored  by  the 
newly- formed  gay  activist  group 
Solidarity  and  by  the  three  gay 
Democratic  clubs,  was  non-vio¬ 
lent.  Demands  included  the  drop¬ 
ping  of  charges  against  the  re¬ 
maining  May  21  defendants,  inves¬ 
tigation  and  prosecution  of  police 
involved  in  the  attack  on  the  Ele¬ 
phant  Walk,  an  elected  civilian- 
police  review  board,  full  repre¬ 
sentation  for  lesbians  and  gay  men 
in  all  aspects  of  city  government 
and  an  end  to  police  harassment  of 
the  gay  and  minority  communities. 

The  Lesbian/Gay  Freedom  Day 
Committee  (L/GFDC)  had  declar¬ 
ed  May  21  the  beginning  of  Les¬ 
bian/Gay  History  Month,  which 
will  end  on  June  28,  the  date  of  the 
annual  parade.  Conservative  ele¬ 
ments  in  both  gay  and  straight 
communities  tried  to  bury  the  rally 
by  ignoring  it.  One  speaker  noted 
that  the  May  21  issue  of  the  Bay 
Area  Reporter  included  on  a  back 
page  a  small  item  about  the  dem¬ 
onstration  which  failed  to  mention 
the  time  it  was  to  take  place.  The 
San  Francisco  Chronicle  mention¬ 
ed  the  event  in  a  couple  of  sen¬ 
tences  after  an  item  about  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court’s  decision  on  Dan 
White.

N.Y.  Court  Eases 
Kid  Porn  Law

ALBANY,  NY  —  In  a  May  12 
ruling,  the  New  York  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals  struck  down  part  of  the 
state’s  1978  anti-kid  porn  law. 

In  a  Five  to  two  decision,  the  ma¬ 
jority  said  that  the  state  could  no 
longer  proscribe  the  use  or  sale  of 
noti-obscene  depictions  of  chil¬ 
dren  engaged  in  sexual  activity.  To 
continue  the  state’s  enforcement 
would  “prohibit  the  promotion  of 
materials  which  are  entitled  to 
Constitutional  protection  from 
government  interference  under  the 
First  Amendment.” 

Other  sections  of  the  New  York 
kid  porn  law  remaining  in  effect 
outlaw  photographing  minors  in 
obscene  sexual  activity  and  pun¬ 
ishing  those  who  promote  or  sell 
such  depictions. 

A  minor  in  New  York  state  is 
any  person  under  the  age  of  16. 
The  law  was  intended  to  bar  films 
and  photos  of  minors  engaged  in 
sexual  conduct  whether  obscene  or 
not.  Such  conduct  was  defined  in 
the  law  to  include  “actual  or 
simulated  sexual  intercourse, 
deviate  sexual  intercourse,  sexual 
bestiality,  masturbation,  sado¬ 
masochistic  abuse  or  lewd  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  the  genitals.” 

Obscenity  is  determined  on  a 
case-by-case  basis  and  depends  on 
jurors’  evaluation  of  their  own 
contemporary  community  stan¬ 
dards  as  well  as  a  court’s  rendering 
of  any  sex  material’s  ability  to  pass 
any  of  the  four  criteria  laid  down 
by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  in  their 
1973  Miller  decision,  considered  a 
set-back  from  the  previous  Warren 
Court’s  more  liberal  understand¬ 
ing  of  a  national  standard. 

The  case  under  review  at  the 
New  York  Court  of  Appeals  was 
considered  a  good  test  case  for 
part  of  the  1978  law.  The  original 
trial  involved  charges  against  Paul 
Ira  Ferber,  a  Times  Square  book¬ 
seller.  Ferber  had  sold  a  New  York 
City  undercover  cop  two  12-min¬ 
ute  Films.  In  these  Films,  minor 
males  were  portrayed  playing  in 
the  nude  and  engaging  in  sexual 
activity. 

Ferber  was  charged  with  pro¬ 
moting  the  obscene  performance 
of  a  child  as  well  as  promoting  a 
sexual  performance  of  a  child.  A 
jury  acquitted  Ferber  of  the 
obscenity  charge,  but  he  was  con¬ 
victed  on  the  felony  charge  of  pro¬ 
moting  sexual  performance.  Con¬ 
sequently,  his  case  was  thought  to 


be  a  good  test  case  to  draw  a 
distinction,  since  no  obscenity  was 
involved. 

In  its  opinion,  the  court’s  ma¬ 
jority  rebuffed  arguments  that  the 
existing  statute  should  continue  to 
allow  the  state  this  power  in  order 
to  protect  the  alleged  mental 
health  of  children  who  might  be 
harmed  by  sexual  performance  on 
film.  The  judges  noted  that  the 
state  of  New  York  was  very  unsure 
about  which  activities  it  was  con¬ 
cerned  with,  pointing  out  that  the 
legislature  had  not  forbidden  kids 
from  performing  dangerous  stunts 
and  other  life-risking  enterprises. 
The  majority  wrote,  “The  statute 
discriminates  against  films  and 
other  visual  portrayals  of  non- 
obscene  adolescent  sex  solely  on 
the  basis  of  their  content,  and 
since  no  justiFication  has  been 
shown  for  the  distinction  other 
than  the  special  legislative  distaste 
for  this  type  of  portrayal,  the 
statute  cannot  be  sustained.” 

Ferber,  who  had  argued  for  his 
First  Amendment  rights,  had  been 
vindicated. 

The  judges  also  noted  that  the 
existing  law  could  have  moved 
against  public  events  as  disparate 
as  “a  live  performance  of  a  Broad¬ 
way  play  and  a  filmed  report  of 
New  Guinea  fertility  rites.” 

Ferber’s  defense  attorney, 
Harold  Price  Fahringer,  noted 
that  at  least  21  other  states  have 
laws  as  restrictive  and  vague  as 
New  York’s  and  that  if  other 
courts  follow  this  precedent  “all 
these  statutes  would  be  in  jeopar¬ 
dy.” 

Reactions  to  the  Ferber  decision 
came  quickly.  The  liberal  New 
York  Times  praised  the  court  in  its 
usual  half-hearted  way  for  making 
the  distinction  between  good  taste 
and  smut.  The  Times  likes  to  think 
it  encourages  good  taste  while  ab¬ 
horring  smut.  It  said,  “The  court 
has  drawn  the  right  line,  giving 
room  for  honest  artistic  expression 
but  leaving  prosecutors  with  a 
weapon  against  kiddie  porn,  a 
particularly  offensive  form  of 
child  abuse.”  All  the  cant  that’s  fit 
to  print.  The  Times  trumpeted  its 
preference  in  an  editorial:  “Ob¬ 
scenity  is  is  nonetheless  the  right 
.issue  for  future  prosecutions.” 

Anti-porn  crusader  Andrea 
Dworkin,  appearing  at  Radcliffe 
College  for  a  lecture  the  day  after 
the  court’s  decision,  denounced

“A  lot  of  people  did  not  want 
this  ralley  to  take  place  today,  peo¬ 
ple  in  high  places,”  declared  How¬ 
ard  Wallace,  long-time  gay  and 
labor  activist  and  organizer  of 
Solidarity.  “We  did  it  anyway.” 

Like  many  of  the  speakers,  Wal¬ 
lace  saw  the  rally  as  evidence  of  a 
new  and  growing  militancy  in  the 
gay  community.  “We  can’t  be  a 
conservative  movement  any  more, 
we  can’t  be  a  patronage  movement 
any  more,”  he  said.  “We  have  to 
be  a  militant  and  radical  move¬ 
ment.  Otherwise  we’re  all  going  to 
go  down  the  drain.” 

Wallace  was  particularly  critical 
of  the  tendency  among  the  gay 
political  clubs  to  curry  favor  with 
party  politicians  in  exchange  for 
promises  of  support,  a  few  jobs 
and  the  “honor”  of  a  handful  of 
appointments  to  “powerless”  city 
commissions. 

Amber  Hollibaugh,  who  had 
spoken  at  City  Hall  the  night  of  the 
riot,  described  her  feelings  “about 
the  revolt  that  we  partook  of  two 
years  ago”  as  “one  of  the  proudest 
things  I’ve  ever  been  a  part  of.” 
Her  words  were  greeted  with  en¬ 
thusiastic  cheers.  “One  of  the 
things  that  really  struck  me,”  she 
said,  “was  how  much,  in  the  last 
two  years,  the  fact  that  Harvey 
and  Moscone  were  shot  by  Dan 
White  was  a  crime  against  gay  peo¬ 
ple  has  been  lost  in  the  media.  It 
always  appears  as  a  ‘tragedy’ 
against  city  officials,  rather  than 
the  murder  of  a  homosexual  and  a 
man  who  fought  around  homosex¬ 
ual  rights.  It’s  very  interesting  to 
see  how  much  it  gets,  shall  we  say, 
white-washed  in  the  papers.” 

Hollibaugh  criticized  what  she 
saw  as  an  attempt  to  “white¬ 
wash”  gays  into  a  “respectable” 
invisibility:  “It’s  when  we  deFine 
ourselves  outside  of  a  heterosexual 
society,  when  we  proclaim  our¬ 
selves  actually  the  possessors  of 
our  own  erotic  needs  for  people  of 
the  same  gender  —  it’s  exactly  at 
that  point  that  we  lose  so-called 
‘credibility.’  Well,  that’s  a  credi¬ 
bility  that  I’d  just  as  soon  lose.  My 
oppression  comes  from  other  peo¬ 
ple’s  misunderstanding  of  that 
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Spinstar:  “That  .38  was  aimed  right  at  all  of  us.” 


erotic  and  passionate  need  tor 
women,  rather  than  anything  ‘in¬ 
correct’  or  ‘unnatural’  in  that 
behavior.” 

Former  May  21  defendant  Spin- 
star  gave  the  angriest  speech  of  the 
demonstration.  He  described  his 
taking  a  reduced  misdemeanor 
plea,  and  two  years  probation,  two 
days  earlier  “for  supposedly  at¬ 
tacking  two  cops  and  their  seven  or 
eight  cohorts,  which  was  a  bald- 
faced  lie  that  I  spent  almost  two 
weeks  in  the  hospital  recovering 
from.” 

Like  many  of  the  other  speak¬ 
ers,  Spinstar  was  especially  critical 
of  District  Attorney  Arlo  Smith 
for  his  failure  to  drop  charges 
against  the  remaining  defendants 
arrested  that  night  who,  he  said, 
were  “picked  arbitrarily  out  of  a 
great  mass  of  resistance  to  terrorist 
murder.”  Smith  had  swept  into  of- 
Fice  in  late  1979,  with  much  gay 
support,  in  a  wave  of  public  indig¬ 
nation  at  District  Attorney  Joseph 
Freitas’  handling  of  White’s  pro¬ 
secution. 

Likening  the  Milk-Moscone  kill¬ 
ings  to  a  coup,  Spinstar  saved  his 
bitterest  words  for  Dari  White: 
“That  .38  was  aimed  right  at  all  of 
us  and  he  hit  us  dead-center,  right 
where  he  knew  he  could  hurt  us  the 
most.  He’s  not  a  damned  bit  sorry 
because  he  knew  exactly  what  he 
was  doing.  What  unravelled  be¬ 
fore  our  eyes  was  a  criminal 
conspiracy  to  teach  us  and  ex¬ 
emplify  to  the  world  the  simple, 
easy  veto  of  naked  murder  and  ter¬ 


ror  when  equality  and  justice  come 
too  close  to  being  really  possible' 
by  democratic  means.” 

L/GFDC  co-chairs  Barbara 
Cameron  and  Greg  Day  read  a 
poem  together.  Day  saw  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  as  “a  very  large  closet  which 
has,  in  a  sense,  siphoned  off  the 
energy  that  comes  from  our  rage  at 
not  being  accepted  in  society.  It  is 
not  enough  to  have  token  repre¬ 
sentation  on  these  city  boards  of 
San  Francisco;  it’s  not  enough  to 
have  lesbians  and  gay  men  elected 
to  high  office  or  to  serve  within  the 
Democratic  or  Republican  Party. 
That  should  not  be  our  objective 
as  a  movement.” 

“It  is  meaningless,”  he  said, 
“to  be  involved  in  the  city  govern¬ 
ment  of  San  Francisco  if  that 
means  continuing  the  policies  of 
that  government,  including  con¬ 
tinued  police  harassment.  What 
good  are  gay  police  if  they  have  to 
whisper  under  their  breath,  and 
only  in  private,  that  they  are  gay? 
We  have  to  take  back  our  move¬ 
ment  from  the  ofFices  of  bureau¬ 
crats,  from  the  smoke-Filled  rooms 
of  power  and  money.  If  we  do  not 
take  the  needs  of  all  our  people  to 
the  forefront  of  this  movement,  it 
will  die  in  apathy.” 

Day  was  not  the  only  speaker  to 
offer  implicit  criticism  of  the 
recruitment  of  gay  police.  During 
his  speech  Spinstar  dramatically 
asked  any  gay  officers  willing  to 
announce  their  commitment  to  de¬ 
fend  gay  people  to  come  forward. 
None  did. 


Bostonians  against  the  Right 
Talk  About  Gentrification

BOSTON  —  A  discussion 
among  lesbians  and  gay  men 
concerning  issues  of  housing  and 
displacement  drew  approximately 
60  participants  to  the  South  end  of 
Boston,  a  mixed  neighborhood 
which  is  currently  being 
gentrified. 

The  program,  organized  by 
Boston  Lesbians  and  Gay  Men 
Against  the  Right  (BLAGMAR), 
was  aimed  at  encouraging 
discussion  of  gentrification, 
“coming  out”  in  neighborhoods, 
harassment  and  whether  there 
exists  a  “gay  community.” 

A  skit  performed  by  members  of 
BLAGMAR  served  as  a  starting 
point  for  the  discussion  groups 
which  followed  the  skit.  The  skit 
served  as  a  vehicle  to  present 
general  information  concerning 
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might  have,  are  retained.  Those 
people  who  are  not  are 
dismissed.” 

DiCara  said  that  although  the 
city  has  severe  budgetary  pro¬ 
blems,  the  explanation  of  the  lay¬ 
offs  as  forced  by  financial  consi¬ 
derations  is  “clearly  an  excuse”  to 
rid  the  city  staff  of  those  who  have 
not  been  part  of  the  machine.

housing  and  displacement.  Some 
points  made  in  the  skit:

Filled.  In  some  cases,  squatters 
have  taken  over  these  properties. 

•  Banks  have  systematically 
redlined  certain  areas,  preventing 
needed  money  from  flowing.  The 
government  has  reduced  services 
to  these  areas,  thus  insuring  their 
deterioration. 

•  Once  real  estate  values  have 


the  position  was  to  better  serve  a 
segment  of  Boston’s  population 
which  was  not  directly  served. 
That’s  responsive  and  progressive 
government.” 

MacCormack  told  GCN  that  he 
has  recieved  termination  notices 
on  several  previous  occasions  that 
have  later  proven  to  be  false 
alarms,  originating  with  persons 
without  the  authority  to  fire  him. 
In  January,  Boston  magazine 
reported  a  rumor  that  Mac¬ 
Cormack  would  be  fired  as  a  result 
of  Proposition  2Vi  and  that  other 
city  emplyees  were  looking 
forward  to  his  leaving.  At  the 
time,  press  aide  Donovan  called 
the  report  “unfounded  gossip” and 


been  artifically  reduced  in  a  certain 
area,  it  is  ripe  for  gentriFication. 

•  Some  lesbians  and  gays  partici¬ 
pate  by  buying  or  renting  in  areas 
being  gentriFied.  Some  are  also 
among  those  displaced  as  a  result 
of  the  gentriFication  process. 

The  discussion  groups  which 
followed  the  skit  were  intended  to 
explore  how  the  participants  felt 
about  their  neighborhoods,  how 
they  interacted  with  their 
neighbors  and  whether  they  were 
‘out’  as  lesbians  or  gays, 
discussions  around  gentrification, 
harassment  and  home  ownership 
all  proceeded  from  a  lesbian/gay 
perspective. 

Several  individuals  spoke  of  the 
gentriFication  of  the  South  End 
and  gay  participation  in  it.  One 
working-class  woman  expressed

Dear  GCN, 

As  a  gay  man  who  takes  photographs  of  nude 
men  (both  for  gallery  shows  and  for  our  personal 
pleasures),  I  want  to  share  my  thoughts  about 
Michael  Thompson’s  “Speaking  Out”  column 
(GCN  vol.  8,  No.  44). 

First,  1  think  all  the  commentators  avoided 
facing  the  real  issues.  Despite  all  the  rhetoric 
about  GCN  not  wanting  to  reinforce  cultural 
ideals  by  publishing  photos  of  “young,  white, 
slim,  handsome,  able-bodied”  men,  GCN's  own 
cover  photo  for  that  issue  was  of  one  such  man 
with  his  clothes  on.  It  is  nudity,  not  looksism  or 
sexism  or  whateverism,  that  was  associated  with 
the  protest. 

Our  society  has  a  taboo  against  nudity  —  it’s  a 
taboo  (rather  than  a  mere  prohibition)  because 
it’s  impossible  to  explain  logically.  It  disap¬ 
pointed  me  to  see  members  of  the  gay  community 
reacting  just  like  the  straight  community  would 
on  this  issue.  We  should  know  better,  for  the 
taboo  on  nudity  is  part  of  a  broader  sexual  taboo, 
and  it  is  the  sexual  taboo  that  keeps  straight 
people  from  confronting  our  humanity. 

The  second  major  issue  that  was  avoided  was 
man-boy  love.  I  first  heard  of  Michael  through 
this  column,  so  1  have  no  idea  what  age  group  is 
the  one  he  finds  himself  most  attracted  to.  But 
were  some  of  his  critics  disturbed  by  the  possi¬ 
bilities  that  some  of  the  models  photographed 
were  not  “all  in  their  late  teens,”  but  younger? 
No  one  raised  this  issue,  but  was  Michael 
Thompson’s  feeling  of  being  “excluded”  based 
on  other  people’s  thinking  he  had  committed  the 
sin  of  loving  youths  under  18? 

The  final  issue  has  to  do  with  whether  the 
models  were  posed  for  the  photos.  Critics  seemed 
to  use  the  word  “posed”  as  an  epithet  —  posed  is 
bad,  and  presumably  unposed  would  be  better.  It 
is  here  that,  as  a  photographer,  I  feel  most  confi¬ 
dent  in  speaking  out.  There  is  no  necessary 
connection  between  posed-ness  and  quality  of  a 
photograph.  Just  as  some  people  need  a  therapist 
to  give  them  a  different  perspective  on  their  lives 
and/or  their  troubles,  so  can  a  good  photogra¬ 
pher  tell  a  model  to  do  this  or  that  in  a  way  that 
brings  out  the  model’s  best  features.  Sometimes 
the  best  way  to  do  this  is  to  shoot  at  random, 
catching  the  subject  off  guard,  and  perhaps 
“freer.”  Sometimes  the  best  way  is  to  snap  the 
shutter  only  after  carefully  arranging  everything 
seen  in  the  viewfinder.  It  depends  on  the  model 
and  the  situation!  By  the  way,  not  all  of  Michael’s 
photos  appeared  posed  to  me  (contrary  to  the  as¬ 
sertion  by  some  critics  that  they  all  “obviously” 
were).  Even  the  youth  with  the  parakeet  might  not 
have  been  posed  (although  it  appeared  to  me  to 
have  been);  I  have  often  taken  random  photos 
that  turned  out  to  look  posed. 

However,  with  posing,  and  with  every  snap  of 
the  shutter,  comes  control.  This  issue  is  the  final, 
and  perhaps  most  important,  issue  not  mentioned 
by  the  critics.  If  the  photographer  returns  to 
his/her  darkroom,  prints  the  pictures,  and  pub¬ 
lishes  them  without  any  feedback  from  the 
model,  then  the  control  may  be  being  misused. 
But  if  s/he  returns  the  contact  sheets  to  the 
model,  consults  about  which  pictures  are  best, 
discusses  the  possible  consequences  of  having 
one’s  sexual  organs  published  in  a  newspaper 
with  national  distribution,  and  so  on,  then 
control  is  being  returned  to  the  model. 

Note  also  that  the  control  is  not  all  one  way, 
either.  Artistic  photographs  tell  as  much  about 
the  photographer  as  the  model.  Publishing  one’s 
photographs  is  an  act  of  self-exposure. 

Michael  Thompson’s  portraits  are  very  good.  I 
hope  GCN  will  find  the  space  to  give  him  the 
opportunity  to  publish  more  of  his  photos.

You  report  that  Norway  has  become  the  first 
nation  in  the  world  to  ban  discrimination  against 
homosexuals.  In  reality,  it  was  the  Bolshevik 
government  in  Russia,  after  just  two  months  in 
power,  'which  decriminalized  homosexuality  in 
December  of  1917  and  further  stated  “that  it  was 
necessary  to  take  down  the  walls  which  separate 
homosexuals  from  the  rest  of  society.” 

The  Director  of  the  Moscow  Institute  of  Social 
Hygiene,  in  a  pamphlet  called  “The  Sexual  Revo¬ 
lution  in  Russia”  (1923)  stated:  “Concerning 
homosexuality,  sodomy  and  various  other  forms 
of  sexual  gratification,  which  are  set  down  in 
European  legislation  as  offenses  against  public 
morality  —  Soviet  legislation  treats  these  exactly 
the  same  as  so-called  ‘natural’  intercourse.  All 
forms  of  sexual  intercourse  are  private  matters.” 
It  wasn’t  until  1934,  under  Stalin,  that  repressive 
laws  were  re-introduced. 

Considering  how  invisible  we  were  at  the  turn 
of  the  century  and  that  our  international  move¬ 
ment  was  barely  a  gleam  in  Magnus  Hirschfeld’s 
eye,  the  Bolsheviks’  early  and  far-reaching  com¬ 
mitment  to  human  rights  and  dignity  is  worthy  of 
remembering.

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Speaking  Out — - 

You  Can  Fight  City  Hall

The  dismissal  this  week  of  Robin  MacCormack  and  the  total  elimination  of  the  position 
of  City  Hall  liaison  to  Boston’s  lesbian  and  gay  community  have  occurred  at  a  critical  and 
dangerous  time.  The  spring  season  has  already  seen  half  a  dozen  murders  of  gay  men  in  the 
Boston  area  and  summers  are  times  of  an  even  greater  escalation  of  street  violence  against 
lesbians  and  gay  men.  Kevin  White’s  recent  and  future  cutbacks  of  police  officers  will  result 
in  the  elimination  of  virtually  all  officers  hired  over  the  past  two  years  —  the  only  officers  to 
have  received  considerable  training  on  assisting  the  lesbian  and  gay  male  population.  Those 
of  us  who  believe  that  violence  is  a  major  issue  (or  the  major  issue)  confronting  our 
community  today  have  been  pleased  that  MacCormack  made  fighting  violence  a  priority  of 
•his  undefined  position.  We  are  furious  that  the  position  has  been  eliminated  at  a  lime  when 
we  are  most  vulnerable  to  street  attack  and  police  abuse. 

White  will  explain  the  elimination  of  the  position  as  an  unfortunate  ramification  of 
Proposition  V/i  —  yet  we  know  better.  MacCormack’s  salary  was  less  than  one-third  of 
many  of  White’s  political  operatives’  salaries,  including  Elaine  Noble’s.  The  real  issue  here 
is  neither  Proposition  2  '/inorbudget  cutbacks  but  the  fact  that  MacCormack  refused  to  join 
the  White  Machine  and  devote  large  amounts  of  time  to  raising  gay  dollars  for  Kevin  White. 
MacCormack  saw  his  position  as  public  service  rather  than  political  and  spent  up  to  18  hours 
a  day  working  with  the  police,  helping  women  and  men  receive  appropriate  services  from  the 
city,  obtaining  permits  for  public  meetings  and  demonstrations,  and  raising  money  for  gay 
service  groups.  By  the  elimination  of  the  position,  White  sends  a  loud  and  clear  message  to 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community:  our  issues  are  not  as  important  as  Kevin’s  machine;  people 
serving  the  White  Machine  are  welcome  aboard;  —  people  serving  the  gay  community,  we 
can’t  afford. 

The  response  our  community  makes  to  what  amounts  to  the  elimination  of  our  only 
advocate  in  City  Hall  is  crucial.  Various  strategies  are  being  consideed  by  various  groups  and 
individuals  within  our  community  —  a  confrontation  with  the  Mayor,  public  protests,  press 
conferences.  Over  the  next  week,  people  will  be  meeting  to  plot  a  community  response  which 
will  be  effective  and  appropriate.  Part  of  this  response  which  is  already  underway  is  a  strong 
and  immediate  letter  writing  campaign  which  Ann  Maguire  and  1  are  coordinating.  We

psychiatric 

homophobia 

Dear  GCN: 

As  you  will  perceive  in  the  enclosed  complaint 
[on  file  at  GCN],  homophobia  is  rampant  here  at 
Patton  State  Hospital.  It  is  literally  unconscion¬ 
able  that  homosexuality  is  deemed  by  practicing 
mental  health  professionals  in  this  state  facility  to 
be  an  illness,  notwithstanding  the  action  taken  by 
the  American  Psychiatric  Association  on  1 5  De¬ 
cember  1973,  removing  homosexuality  from  the 
Association’s  official  list  of  mental  disorders. 

The  Psychiatric  Technician  against  whom  the 
complaint  has  been  formally  made  is  one  of  the 
more  flagrant  violators  of  the  Association’s  offi¬ 
cial  position  with  regard  to  gay  life.  Nonetheless, 
many  of  the  employees  here  condone  and  pro¬ 
mote  (albeit  tacitly)  the  disease  of  homophobia. 
The  woman  who  is  named  in  our  complaint  has 
exhibited  a  pattern  of  characterizing  homo¬ 
sexuality  as  “sinful,”  “un-Godly,”  sick  and 
“unnatural,”  despite  the  obligations  incurred  by 
the  professional  “Code  of  Ethics”  under  which 
she  is  functioning. 

As  I  indicated  in  the  complaint,  the  adverse 
effect  of  such  judgmental,  condemnatory  state¬ 
ments  is  potentially  profound;  e.g.,  it  could  well 
enhance  a  patient’s  guilt  feelings,  diminish  his 
self-esteem  and  impede  his  eventual  acceptance  of 
gay  feelings  and  lifestyle.  Moreover,  since  a 
patient’s  counselor  is  charged  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  making  statements  in  his  medical  chart, 
he  is  constrained  to  accept  a  fantasy  of  his  actual 
sexual  preference  (deny  the  reality  of  his  homo¬ 
sexuality)  in  order  to  please  his  counselor,  who 
more  often  than  not,  will  judge  him  according  to 
his  homophobic  ideas.  In  other  words,  if  a  patient 
desires  to  be  judged  favorably  in  future  staffing 
sessions,  the  decisions  of  which  determine  the 
length  of  confinement,  it  is  generally  known  that 
it  is  almost  indispensable  to  adopt  those  charac¬ 
teristics  (e.g.  heterosexuality,  etc.)  for  which  the 
staff  searches.  Should  a  patient  be  open  with 
respect  to  his  gay  preferences,  he  is  invariably 
subject  to  overall  negative  evaluations  by  homo- 
phobic  staff  members. 

This  information  may  be  of  particular  interest 
to  your  general  readership,  especially  the  brothers 
and  sisters  who  are  confined  in  institutions,  many 
of  which  have  an  abundance  of  homphobic  em¬ 
ployees  and  prisoners.

community’s  feelings  —  our  anger,  fear,  outrage,  and  deep  concern.  For  this  to  be 

the  success  it  needs  to  be,  you  must  take  the  time  right  now  to  send  a  letter  to  Kevin  White  at 
City  Hall  in  Boston.  (Address  letters  to  Kevin  White,  City  Hall,  Boston,  MA,  02201.) 
Explain  why  you  believe  the  continuation  of  the  liaison  position  is  critical  at  this  time  and 
why  the  decision  must  be  reconsidered.  Because  meetings  between  the  Mayor  and  our 
community  may  be  occurring  soon,  we  need  documentation  of  all  responses  (So  often  we  are 
told  “The  mail  has  come  in  strongly  in  support  of  the  Mayor’s  decision.”)  so  send  a  copy  of 
your  letter  to  Ann  and  mec/oGC/V  and  our  community  members  who  meet  with  the  Mayor 
can  arrive  at  their  meeting  armed  with  letters.  Also,  call  three  friends  or  lovers  and  explain  to 
them  why  it  is  essential  for  them  to  write  similar  letters  and  take  ten  minutes  at  the  next 
meeting  of  any  group  you  may  be  involved  in  —  be  it  MCC  or  DOB  or  NOW  or  NSGA  —  to 
have  everyone  in  your  group  individually  write  letters.  This  is  an  attack  on  all  of  us  that  must 
be  seen  as  outrageous  and  totally  unacceptable. 

Some  may  say  the  lesson  we  should  learn  from  this  is  don’t  trust  City  Hall.  Others  may 
argue  that  our  community  must  become  self-sufficient  and  provide  the  services  currently 
provided  by  a  single  liaison  with  our  own  resources  and  funding.  Regardless  of  one’s 
perspective  on  the  situation  it  is  clear  that,  unless  a  strong  and  concerted  response  is  heard  in 
City  Hall,  on  the  pages  of  the  Globe  and  in  the  streets  of  Boston,  we  will  appear  to  be  an 
invisible  community  without  a  constituency  capable  of  mustering  political  power.  If  our 
response  is  loud,  long  and  angry,  we  will  show  ourselves  to  be  a  people  that  must  be 
reckoned  with  by  Boston  politicians.

not  a  symptom 

Dear  GCN, 

In  response  to  your  May  9th  issue  on  Lesbian 
S/M.  It  was  very  obvious  that  the  woman  (Paula 
Ettelbrick)  who  wrote  the  article  against  S/M 
knows  little  about  it  firsthand.  I  don’t  expect  her 
to;  having  read  her  article  she  seems  not  to  want 
to  know.  Given  the  kind  of  press  S/M  gets,  i.e. , 
pornographic  and  heterosexual:  woman,  M; 
man,  S;  it  makes  a  good  deal  of  sense  to  me  that 
most  people  have  the  idea  that  S/M  is  a  symptom 
of  a  degenerate  patriarchal  culture. 

However,  I  do  not  believe  that  my  own  S/M 
play  has  much,  if  anything,  to  do  with  what 
heterosexist  pornography  would  have  us  believe 
S/M  is  about.  As  far  as  1  know  in  the  area  of  my 
personal  sexuality  and  feelings,  S/M,  B/D  is  a 
role  reversible  game  where  my  needs  and  my  part¬ 
ner’s  needs  are  satisfied  and  respected.  We  don’t 
live  these  roles  24  hours.  It  is  a  special  type  of  play 
we  enjoy  and  use  to  benefit  ourselves.  I  do  not  see 
it  as  a  vortex  that  pulls  me  deeper  into  patriarchal 
oppression.  Rather  it  is  a  release  for  my  sexuality, 
my  power  and  my  need  to  trust  and  be  out  of 
control.  To  be  the  dominant  or  the  submissive 
partner  generates  for  me  a  gut  reaction  of 
pleasure  and  excitement.  When  I  am  dominant, 
or  S,  I  know  my  partnertrustsme  not  to  go  beyond 
certain  limits;  there  is  a  designated  area  in  which  I 
can  psychologically  act  out  my  image  of  myself  as 
a  dominant,  powerful,  active,  initiating  sexual 
character.  When  I  am  submissive,  or  M,  1  know  I 
can  trust,  I  can  get  the  type  of  treatment, 
stimulation,  psychological  atmosphere  et  al, 
(within  my  partner’s  limits)  that  I  have  expressed 
a  desire  for. 

It  is  my  belief  that  anyone  involved  or  desiring 
involvement  in  S/M,  B/D  play  needs  to  know 
herself.  And  must  continually  be  aware  of  her 
needs,  and  her  feelings.  Anyone  involved  in  it 
would  benefit  much  more  by  also  being  very 
aware  of  her  partners’  needs  and  feelings  —  and 
respecting  them. 

I  know  we  women  need  to  stop  seeing  ourselves 
as  victims  but  we  also  need  to  be  aware  that  the 
things  we  denounce  as  male,  patriarchal,  and  op¬ 
pressive  to  women  aren’t  always  “just  part  of 
‘their’  culture”  and  aren’t  always  bad.  It  depends 
on  how  we  are  using  it,  how  we  feel  about  our¬ 
selves  in  the  act  of  S/M  sex,  how  we  are  relating  to 
our  partners.

How  long  will 
organizational  gay  men  pretend  that  disruptive, 
squalling  hens  are  as  objective  and  rational  about 
sex  as  the  average  male  bar  fly? 

Probably  fewer  than  l  Vo  of  gay  people  have 
bothered  to  read  Kinsey,  and  most  of  that  is  1  Vo  is 
without  a  doubt  male  —  even  though  Kinsey’s 
major  treatise  is  entitled  Sexual  Behavior  in  the 
Human  Female !

wearing  no  gay  buttons  and  had 
not  otherwise  identified  himself  as 
gay  to  the  officials. 

Fotheringham  said  that  while 
the  officials  were  reading  his 
personal  papers,  Supervisor  Mills 
privately  interogated  him: 

“Do  you  realize  it’s  against  the 
law  for  a  homosexual  to  enter  the 
U.S.?” 


Fotheringham  replied  that  he 
thought  that  the  INS  regulations 
had  been  suspended  so  that  now 
gays  could  enter  the  U.S.  for  a 
short  time. 

“Well  it  has  changed.  Now  I 
have  to  ask  you  some  questions. 
Do  you  admit  to  being  a  homosex¬ 
ual?  .  .  .  How  long  have  you  been 
a  homosexual?  .  .  .  Have  you  had 
sex  with  a  man  in  the  last  six 
months?” 

Fotheringham  responded  truth- 
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fully  to  each  question,  not  realiz- 
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ing  he  had  a  right  to  remain  silent, 
he  told  GN. 

Mills  pressured  Fotheringham 
into  signing  a  waiver  accepting 
voluntary  deportation.  Fothering¬ 
ham  said  he  relented  when  Mills 
told  him  that,  if  he  did  not  leave 
immediately,  he  would  have  to  go 
before  a  circuit  court  judge  who 
would  bar  him  from  entering  the 
U.S.  for  life.  Fotheringham  main¬ 
tains  that  he  was  not  allowed  to 
consult  an  attorney  unless  he 
opted  to  go  before  a  judge. 

According  to  The  Body  Politic 
(TBP),  the  officials  would  not 
allow  him  to  call  his  friend  in 
Washington,  his  parents,  or  the 
Canadian  consulate  which  could 
have  had  him  flown  back  to  Can¬ 
ada.  Fotheringham  told  GN  that 
he  asked  to  either  be  deported  to 
Canada  or  held  overnight  in  pri¬ 
son  so  that  his  parents  could  come 
to  get  him.  INS  officials  refused 
to  consider  doing  anything  other

than  sending  him  back  to  Lon¬ 
don,  Fotheringham  said. 

The  International  Gay  Associa¬ 
tion  (IGA)  has  filed  a  formal  com¬ 
plaint  on  Fotheringham’s  behalf 
with  the  Office  of  Professional 
Responsibility  —  a  federal  agency 
which  investigates  improper  acts 
by  civil  service  agencies. 

As  INS  regulations  now  stand, 
border  guards  are  supposed  to 
“parole”  homosexuals  into  the 
U.S.  for  a  temporary  period.  Pa¬ 
role  is  granted  by  an  immigrations 
judge.  Immigrations  officials  are 
not  to  ask  visitors  whether  they 
are  homosexual  unless  they  identi¬ 
fy  themselves  as  such  or  are  identi¬ 
fied  by  a  third  party,  (see  article, 
this  issue). 

According  to  TBP,  the  Acting 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  INS 
has  said  that  if  Fotheringham’s 
story  is  accurate,  “there  was  def¬ 
initely  a  mistake  made.  No  new 
operational  instructions  have  been 
sent  to  the  field  offices.  The  inter-

the  ruling  and  claimed  it  was  a 
defeat  for  militant  anti-porners 
like  herself. 

The  films  that  Ferber  sold  were 
pictures  of  two  teenaged  boys 
romping  and  having  sex.  Mr.  Fer¬ 
ber ’s  sexual  orientation  was  not 
made  public,  but  it  should  be 
noted  that  a  disproportionate 
number  of  gay  men  are  employed 
as  workers  in  the  sex  industry  in 
those  cities  where  the  sex  industry 
is  permitted. 

A  clear  pattern  has  emerged; 
case  after  case  around  the  country 
reveals  that  prosecutors  have  used 
the  so-called  kid  pom  laws  to 
harass  and  imprison  gay  men  in 
general  and  boy-lovers  in  par¬ 
ticular.  These  laws  have  been  the 
opening  assault  of  the  reactionary 
forces  on  the  movement  for  homo¬ 
sexual  liberation. 

The  issue  of  kiddie  sexual  ex¬ 
ploitation  is  largely  a  canard. 
What  is  scary  is  how  these  existing 
laws  will  be  used  against  those  who 
seek  sexual  openness,  examination 
and  understanding. 

The  furor  over  kid  pom  and  the 
recent  New  York  court  decision 
has  little  to  do  with  sexual  ex¬ 
ploitation.  It  is  more  a  comment 
on  the  quality  of  unfair  labor  prac¬ 
tices  in  the  sex  industry.  Whether 
adults  or  minors,  the  workers  need 
more  power  in  this  industry  and 
they  should  have  greater  say  in 
how  they  work  and  in  the  rewards 
of  their  labor.  Actually,  the  real 
issues  in  the  sex  industry  can  reach 
far  deeper  into  the  psychology  of  a 
repressed  citizenry,  but  surely  we 
can  begin  here.

the  ambivalence  she  feels  about 
the  gay  community  when  she  sees 
so  many  middle-class  gays 
displacing  poor  people.  Several 
individuals  expressed  the  need  for 
people  to  be  aware  when  they 
move  into  an  area  so  that  they  do 
not  unwittingly  take  part  in  this 
displacement.  Concern  was  also 
expressed  over  the  way  in  which 
white  gays  who  want  to  move  into 
mixed  neighborhoods  are  used  by 
real  estate  agents  and  landlords  as 
a  ‘first  wave’  in  turning  a 
neighborhood  into  a  white, 
middle  class  area.  One  man  made 
the  point  that  not  all  gays  who 
move  into  a  low-income  area  are 
the  “gentry.” 

Several  participants  felt  that  the 
harassment  experienced  by  les¬ 
bians  and  gays  within  their  neigh¬ 
borhoods  is  being  intensified  by 
people’s  increased  feelings  of 
vulnerability  and  anger  over  dis¬ 
placement.  Several  solutions  to 
reducing  harassment  in  one’s 
neighborhood  were  suggested  by 
participants.  The  desire  to  move 
into  neighborhoods  where 
other  lesbians  and  gays  live  was 
discussed  with  several  people  also 
expressing  fears  of  being  ghet¬ 
toized. 

The  advantages  of  buying  a 
home  and  creative  ways  of  fin¬ 
ancing  were  discussed,  with  several 
people  also  making  the  point  that 
the  poor  often  cannot  afford  to 
buy, no  matter  how  small  the  down 
payment. 

Finally,  many  felt  that  they  were 
a  part  of  several  communities  with 
different  participants  having  dif¬ 
fering  senses  of  the  lesbian/gay 
community  in  Boston.

“What  women  talk  about  when 
men  aren’t  around”  is  the  blurb 
with  which  Voyage  en  Douce  is 
being  marketed.  This  is  false 
advertising;  there  are  very  few 
scenes  in  the  film  in  which  men 
aren’t  around.  They  are  either 
physically  present,  the  subject  of 
discussion,  or  in  control  of  our 
perspective  on  the  female  charac¬ 
ters,  in  most  of  the  diverse  epi¬ 
sodes  which  make  up  the  film. 

Voyage  en  Douce  is  a  col¬ 
laborative  film,  in  which  one  direc¬ 
tor  (Michel  Deville)  has  put  to¬ 
gether  a  series  of  narrative  frag¬ 
ments  written  by  a  score  of  writers, 
all  departing  from  one  basic  plot 
premise. 

Lucie  (Geraldine  Chapl  in )  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  doorstep  of  her  friend 
Helene  (Dominique  Sanda),  hav¬ 
ing  left  her  husband/lover  who 
reminds  her  of  “tepid  water.” 
Helene  proposes  to  cheer  her  up 
with  an  escapade  to  the  south  of 
France.  The  episodes  that  take 
place  on  this  retreat  involve  fan¬ 
tasy,  memory,  lying  and  humilia¬ 
tion.  The  cumulative  effect  of  the 
various  scenes  is  that  of  a  seduc¬ 
tion  going  on  between  Helene  and 
Lucie,  but  the  seduction  is  always 
implicit,  and  often  performed 
through  the  intermediary  of  a 
man. 

In  one  early  scene,  the  two 
women  are  lying  in  bed  the  morn¬ 
ing  after  their  arrival  in  the  resort 
hotel.  As  Lucie  fantasizes,  “What 
if  a  beautiful  young  bellboy  should 


come  into  our  room  . .  .”  there  is  a 
knock  at  the  door  and  she  pulls  the 
sheet  up  to  her  chin.  Helene 
laughs  at  her  timidity  and  the 
beautiful  young  bellboy  comes 
into  the  room.  To  Lucie’s  growing 
delight,  Helene  orders  the  boy  to 
come  closer  with  his  tray,  until  he 
is  sprawled  across  the  bed  between 
the  two  of  them.  Helene  then 
begins  a  long  lesson  in  kissing, 
with  Lucie  as  the  recipient  of  the 
boy’s  kisses.  Then  the  two  women 
rub  the  aroused  boy’s  erection  and 
joke  about  him,  until  he  flees  the 
room  in  embarrassment.  “What  a 
fine  pair  he  has  passed  up,” 
remarks  Helene. 

'  Although  the  only  physical  in¬ 
teraction  in  this  scene  is  between 
the  boy  and  Lucie,  he  is  ultimately 
nothing  more  than  a  foil  for  the 
two  women  as  they  take  pleasure 
in  each  other.  Lucie  is  being 
humiliated  as  she  is  made  to  act 
out  her  shameful  fantasy,  and  it  is 
clear  here  and  in  other  scenes  that 
she  seeks  out  this  humiliation  at 
the  hands  of  Helene,  who  is  a 
mistress  of  the  art.  Helene,  for  her 
part,  exerts  the  brunt  of  her  malice 
on  the  boy  and,  while  wryly  obser¬ 
ving  Lucie’s  distress,  holds  back 
from  adding  to  it.  The  kiss  is  en¬ 
tirely  Helene’s:  she  makes  her 
power  known  as  she  conducts  the 
motions  of  Lucie  and  the  boy  at 
her  own  deliberate  pace,  in  syn¬ 
copation  with  the  rhythms  of  their 
own  desires.  As  the  two  women- 
share  in  embarrassing  the  boy, 
they  delight  in  one  another’s  wit, 
barely  noticing  his  presence.  When 
he  leaves  they  exult  in  their  own 
supremacy;  it  is  as  if  he  had  never 
been  there. 

Through  scene  after  scene  He- 
16ne  and  Lucie  define  their  rela¬ 


tionship  in  this  oblique  way.  Lucie 
is  fascinated  by  Helene’s  apparent 
boldness.  She  clings  to  her  as  to  a 
talisman  and  draws  power  from 
wearing  her  clothes.  She  herself  is 
an  enchanting  story  teller,  and  the 
two  play  a  gentle  game  of  oneup- 
womanship  in  which  neither  is 
fooled,  but  both  are  delighted. 

Some  of  the  most  sexually 
charged  scenes  involve  women, 
though  the  two  tend  to  disavow 
their  lesbian  fantasies.  Helene’s 
stories  of  masturbating  at  an  old 
ladies’  tea  party  and  of  giving  her 
naked  body  to  her  dying  grand¬ 
mother  are  both  later  admitted  to 


be  exaggerations.  She  is  unconsci¬ 
ously  writing  pornography  for 
Lucie. 

Though  in  theory  I  felt  under  an 
obligation  to  object  to  the  ap¬ 
parent  male-centeredness  of  Voy¬ 
age  en  Douce,  that  is  not  the 
impression  I  got  from  the  film  as  a 
whole.  Within  the  context  of  the 
story,  there  is  a  good  reason  for 
the  presence  of  men.  Lucie  and 
Hlene  have  gotten  together  to  sort 
out  their  troubles,  and  most  of 
their  troubles  involve  men.  The 
scenes  where  they  are  with  women 
are  invariably  happy  and  untroub¬ 
led. 


There  have  been  more  realistic 
and  intricately  developed  films 
about  sexually  charged  relation¬ 
ships  between  women:  Robert  Alt¬ 
man’s  3  Women  and  Jacques  Riv- 
ette’s  Celine  and  Julie  Go  Boating 
to  name  two.  Voyage  en  Douce  has 
the  distinction  of  succeeding  brilli¬ 
antly  as  pornography.  Like  most 
pornography  it  must  suffer  the 
fate  of  being  born  into  a  man’w 
world.  But  it  is  still  head  and 
shoulders  above  most  films  with 
ostensibly  lesbian  characters. 


Dworkin  vs.  Dershowitz  on  Pornography 


Sex,  Violence,  Freedom  of  Speech

"Congress  shall  make  no  law 
respecting  an  establishment  of 
religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free 
exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the 
freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the 
press;  or  the  right  of  the  people 
peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to 
petition  the  government  for  a 
redress  of  grievances.”  (The  First 
Amendment) 

"Pornography  says  women 
want  to  be  raped  and  prostituted 
because  that  is  the  nature  of 
women.  Pornography  is  the  poli¬ 
tical  triumph  of  rape  and  prostitu¬ 
tion  over  all  female  rebellion  and 
resistance.”  (Andrea  Dworkin) 

On  May  12,  Radcliffe’s  Char¬ 
lotte  Perkins  Gilman  lecture  series 
brought  to  Cambridge  a  debate 
between  Andrea  Dworkin,  author 
of  Women  Hating,  Our  Blood, 
The  New  Woman ‘s  Broken  Heart, 
and  a  recently  released  book 
Pornography,  and  Alan 
Dershowitz,  a  professor  at  Har¬ 
vard  Law  School  who  specializes 
in  First  Amendment  law.  The 
debate  was  to  be  on  pornography, 
the  First  Amendment  and  the 
issues  of  censorship  involved. 

It  was  not  exactly  an  objective 
debate,  as  Dworkin  spoke  first, 
followed  by  Dershowitz,  with  a  re¬ 
buttal  by  Dworkin  and  then  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  floor.  In  addition 
to  an  audience,  mainly  of  women, 
with  many  lesbians  and  much 
sympathy  towards  Dworkin,  the 
tone  was  further  set  by  the  moder¬ 
ator,  who  spent  5-10  minutes  (I 
wasn’t  really  timing)  saying  how 
wonderful  Andrea  was,  and  30-40 
seconds  (again  I  wasn’t  timing) 
saying  who  Alan  was. 

Andrea  Dworkin  is  a  powerful 
and  dynamic  speaker  —  clear, 
emotional,  articulate,  and  very 


funny  at  times.  She  certainly  made 
her  case  against  pornography. 

Pornography,  she  said,  co'mes 
from  a  view  of  women  as  sexual 
chattel,  whose  primary  functions 
are  sex  and  reproduction.  She  de¬ 
scribed  the  “sexual  colonization” 
of  women’s  bodies,  in  which 
women  are  deprived  of  sexual  self- 
determination,  and,  in  fact,  rape 
and  prostitution  —  the  stealing 
and  the  selling  of  women’s  sex¬ 
uality  —  become  possible.  "Rape 
and  prostitution  cause,  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  cause,  pornography,  and 
the  job  of  pornography  is  to 
justify  and  perpetuate  the  rape 
and  prostitution  from  which  it 
springs.  It  is  incompatible  with 
any  notion  of  freedom.” 

After  outlining  the  history  and 
theory  of  pornography,  Dworkin 
then  talked  of  the  reality  of  porn¬ 
ography,  especially  since  the 
invention  of  the  camera,  when 
pornography  became  not  just  the 
drawings  and  writings,  but 
became  “real  women  being  tied 
and  hung  —  whipped  —  pene¬ 
trated  by  dangerous  animals.” 
Whenever  Dworkin  talked  con¬ 
cretely  about  pornography,  her 
images  were  those  of  literal,  phy¬ 
sical  violence  —  tying  and  hanging 
and  bruising  and  beating  and  dis¬ 
memberment.  After  those  images, 
it  is  hard  to  argue  with  her  state¬ 
ment,  "one  does  not  do  to  human 
beings  what  is  done  to  women  in 
pornography.” 

She  described  the  increased  size 
and  spread  of  pornography.  It  is 
estimated  to  be  a  four billion  dollar 
industry.  “If  we  assumed  women 
were  human  beings  and  not 
chattel  whores,  we  would  not  be 
able  to  tolerate  pornography  — 
we  would  destroy  that  industry, 
because  it  steals  and  buys  and  sells 


women  —  because  it  rapes  and 
prostitutes  women.” 

Dworkin  closed  with,  “Some 
feminists  see  the  world  turning 
into  a  whorehouse.  Whorehouses 
have  been  concentration  camps 
for  women.  The  spread  of  por¬ 
nography  that  uses  live  women  is 
the  spread  cf  concentration  camps 


for  women.”  Her  speech  was 
given  a  long,  emotional  standing 
ovation  from  the  audience. 

Alan  Dershowitz  is  very  differ¬ 
ent  from  Andrea  Dworkin.  He 
speaks  with  a  I’m  a  nice  guy 
and  I  know  I’m  right  kind  of 
attitude.  He  didn’t  have  a  pre¬ 
pared  text,  using  instead  a  more 
conversational,  folksy,  and  also 
less  focused,  style.  He  has  a  politic 
and  personality  I  find  particularly 
offensive  —  he’s  a  liberal  and  he’s 
proud  of  it.  He  believes  America 
can  be  made  to  work. 

Dershowitz  is  much  less  quot¬ 
able  than  Dworkin.  But  he  made 
his  points.  The  First  Amendment 


is  a  fundamental  guarantee  of 
individual  freedom  in  this 
society,  and  the  left  needs  it  far 
more  than  the  right.  If  there  is  any 
attempt  to  censor  pornography,  it 
will  be  Andrea  Dworkin  and  her 
book  Pornography  and  the  gay 
press  and  the  left  press  that  will 
be  the  first  to  go.  Give  the  Su¬ 


preme  Court  the  power  to  decide, 
and  they  will  use  it  first  to  sup¬ 
press  anything  that  threatens  the 
government. 

Dershowitz  also  questioned  the 
relationship  between  pornography 
and  violence,  saying  that  in  some 
of  the  Scandinavian  countries, 
where  pornography  is  legal  and 
prevalent,  there  is  less  violence 
against  women,  whereas  in  coun¬ 
tires  like  Saudia  Arabia  and  Iran, 
where  pornography  is  very  illegal, 
there  is  more  violence  and  less 
personal  freedom  for  women.  He 
also  felt  that,  despite  Dworkin’s 
statement  that  the  pornography 
industry  is  growing  in  America, 


women  today  have  more  personal 
freedom  than  they  had  100  years 
ago.  Therefore,  pornography 
can’t  be  quite  the  evil  Dworkin  is 
claiming  it  to  be. 

Finally,  he  drew  a  distinction 
between  consensual  and  non- 
consensual  activity  in  the  making 
of  pornography.  No  one  should 
be  forced  to  do  things  they  don’t 
want  to  do.  If  crimes  are  commit¬ 
ted,  prosecute  the  criminal.  Legal¬ 
ize  pornography  and  control  the 
industry  with  regulations  on 
working  conditions  and  hours  of 
work.  One  might  not  agree  with 
women’s  choices,  but  they  have  a 
right  to  decide  to  make  pornogra¬ 
phy  for  a  living. 

Dworkin  made  her  final  points 
in  her  rebuttal.  The  law  does  not 
protect  women.  The  First  Amend¬ 
ment  does  not  protect  women. 
Pornography  is  an  institution  of 
male  power  and  control  and 
women  won’t  have  rights,  and 
can’t  even  begin  to  talk  about  free 
speech,  until  there  is  no  pornogra¬ 
phy.  "Pornography  is  built  on  the 
deprivation  of  speech  in  the  class 
of  people  called  women.  There 
can  be  no  real  freedom  until  we 
respect  the  inviolability  of 
women’s  bodies.” 

The  question  and  answer  period 
included  some  questions,  some 
angry  statements,  and  some  highly 
emotional  trashing  of  Dershowitz 
to  the  effect  that  he  had  no  right 
to  speak  to  women.  It  all  ended 
when  the  time  was  up. 

Dershowitz  and  Dworkin  did 
not  really  debate  each  other.  Der¬ 
showitz  put  out  his  line  —  we  need 
the  First  Amendment  —  and 
Dworkin  put  out  hers  —  pornog¬ 
raphy  is  so  destructive  to  women 
that  eliminating  it  must  be  our

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Odyssey  of  a  Unicorn

When  I  was  a  little  girl,  I  wanted 
a  pet,  a  friend,  a  living  being  who 
would  accept  me  for  myself,  but 
my  mother  wouldn’t  let  me  have  a 
dog  because  of  her  carpet  which 
was  always  more  important  than 
any  need  of  mine.  She  wouldn’t  let 
me  have  a  cat  because  she  was 
afraid  of  cats,  one  of  that  species 
having  had  the  good  sense  to 
attack  her  when  she  was  a  little 
girl.  But  small  enough  cats  did  not 
frighten  her  so  terribly;  therefore, 
I  was  allowed  to  bring  home  sever¬ 
al  kittens,  in  seriatem,  of  course, 
but  when  they  got  to  a  certain 
almost  pubescent  size,  they  each 
mysteriously  “ran  away.”  It  took 
me  years  to  figure  out  that  it  was 
my  mother  who  ran  them  away.  1 
never  sought  details,  realizing  that 
matricide  was  against  the  law. 

When  1  finally  arrived  at  a 
pubescent  size  myself,  still  keenly 
feeling  the  lack  of  animal  compan¬ 
ionship,  my  grandfather  (Moth¬ 
er’s  father;  my  father’s  male 
parent  was  dead  long  before  1  was 
born)  had  a  heart  attack.  Grandpa 
had  always  been  an  ally,  someone 
a  little  bigger  than  life,  in  my 
childhood  opinion.  During  one  of 
the  telephone  conversations  I  had 
with  him  while  he  was  in  the 
hospital,  the  subject  of  “dog” 
came  up. 

With  all  the  leverage  1  could 
muster,  I  arranged  a  deal  with 
Mother  guaranteeing  that  when 
Grandpa  got  well,  we  would  shop 
for  a  puppy  for  me.  I  think  my 
mother  had  made  a  bargain  with 
God,  saying  if  Grandpa  got  well, 
she  would  pay  for  the  reprieve  by 
allowing  me  to  have  the  one  thing 
in  the  world  1  really  wanted. 

It  was  a  strange  bargain,  but 
mother  got  what  she  asked  for 
from  God,  and  she  was  much  too 
superstitious  not  to  keep  her  end 
of  the  agreement.  So  Grandpa 
came  through  for  me,  and  I  was 
ecstatic.  But  my  happiness  didn’t 
last  long  because  the  breed  of  dog 
had  not  been  included  in  the  initial 
negotiations. 


I  had  read  with  passion  and 
delight  all  the  available  books 
written  by  Albert  Payson  Ter- 
hune,  a  collie  fancier  who  made 
them  sound  like  glorious  pets 
indeed,  and  all  my  dreams  of 
furdom  centered  around  Lad  of 
Sunnybank  and  his  peers.  My 
dream  was  not  to  be  realized. 
Mother  still  had  her  carpet  to 
consider,  God  „  notwithstanding. 
After  all,  she  had  said  “dog”  not 
“collie,”  and  thereby  I  was 
trapped  in  a  legal  technicality  for 
which  I  was  too  young  and  naive  to 
prepare  myself. 

We  went  to  a  pet  shop  in  some 
out  of  the  way  place  in  “the  city” 
(New  York  City)  and  saw  their  full 
complement  of  dogs:  two  golden 
collies  and  two  Boston  terriers. 
The  combination  was  very  odd, 
especially  since  I  adored  collies, 
b  t  mother,  in  years  gone  by,  had 

d  Boston  terriers,  and,  guess 
which  dog  we  got??? 

The  BT,  of  course.  It  is  a  small 
dog;  collies  are  large.  It  has  hair 
about  the  length  of  an  average  eye¬ 
brow;  collies  have  huge  masses  of 
long,  silky  fur  which  sheds  com¬ 
pletely  twice  a  year.  Woe  unto  the 
carpet  should  a  collie  be  the 
choice.  But  not  to  worry.  I  never 
had  a  chance.  My  mother  gra¬ 
ciously  permitted  me  to  choose 
between  the  two  BTs,  both  male- 
(A  female  was  out  of  the  question 
entirely.  They’re  messy,  you 
know.)  So,  there  I  was,  feeling 
somehow  cheated  and  disgruntled 
when  I  should  have  felt  on  top  of 
the  world.  I  had  finally  gotten  a 
puppy. 

Well,  it  wasn’t  exactly  my 
puppy.  Unfortunately,  being 
neither  noble  like  the  dog  of  my 
dreams,  nor  brilliant,  nor  heroic, 
nor  particularly  charming,  Pal  had 
dreadful  taste  in  people  and  in¬ 
stantly  fell  in  love  with  my  mother. 
He  was  really  her  dog  to  the  end  of 
his  days,  and  he  lasted  twelve  or 
thirteen  years  or  so,  long  enough 
for  me  to  marry  and  for  him  to' 
sicken  and  mess  up  the  carpet  after 
all. 


Marriage  brought  with  it  many 
changes.  I  became  the  mistress  of 
my  own  domicile,  and  G.  shared 
my  affection  for  four-footed 
creatures.  We  acquired  a  number 
of  dogs  and  cats  in  our  years 
together,  including  two  collies, 
both  female,  but,  as  it  turned  out, 
the  dog  that  won  my  heart  forever, 
who  was,  till  the  end  of  his  days, 
my  dog,  was  an  animal  of  ques¬ 
tionable  origins,  a  many-mixtured 
marvel  of  wit  and  courage,  com¬ 
pounded  of  all  the  virtues  1  had 
imagined  in  the  super-collies  of  my 
childhood  dreams. 

Teddy  just  walked  in  on  us  off 
the  street  one  day.  He  was  a  full- 
grown  wanderer,  and  he  immedi¬ 
ately  chose  me.  Teddy  lived  with 
us  through  deafness  and  hind- 
quarter  paralysis.  He  understood 
hand  signals,  so  deafness  was  not  a 
tragic  impairment,  and  he  swung 
himself  along  on  his  front  legs,  so 
the  paralysis  was  an  annoyance, 
but  not  aserious  block  to  his  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  life. 

A  few  years  before  Teddy  died, 
G.  brought  home  the  first  of  the 
collies,  a  tri-color,  terrified  of  our 
suburban  setting  because  she  had 
been  born  six  months  before  on  a 
remote  country  estate.  Precious 
spent  most  of  her  time  quivering, 
pressed  up  against  the  wall  behind 
the  kitchen  table.  Though  I  felt  for 
her  pain  and  wished  I  could  have 
been  close  to  her,  she  loved  G. 
more  than  anything  else  in  the 
world,  and  I  think  he  returned  the 
favor. 

Two  years  after  Precious  arrived 
on  the  scene,  G.  brought  me  a 
sable  collie,  ten  weeks  old.  Honey, 
named  for  her  coloration,  was  a 
pip.  She  was  as  sweet  natured  as 
her  name,  and  very,  very,  stupid. 

This  puppy  refused  to  be  house- 
broken.  She  had  an  unfailing  good 
humor  that  made  it  impossible  to 
train  her.  If  I  showed  any  anger, 
she  just  assumed  that  I  was  in  a 
bad  mood,  since  she  never  con¬ 
nected  anyone’s  behavior  toward 
her  with  her  own  actions.  She 
loved  everybody;  therefore,  she 


expected  everybody  to  love  her, 
and  if  we  chastised  her,  it  was 
always  a  fault  in  our  natures,  never 
in  her  sloppy  deportment.  I  finally 
gave  up  trying  to  improve  her  per¬ 
formance,  and  consigned  her  to 
the  yard. 

Honey  disappeared  from  my  life 
while  I  was  in  Toronto  with  my 
sother  (significant  other).  G.  said 
that  she  was  kidnapped  one  day 
when  he  was  at  work.  The  dogs 
were  in  the  yard,  fenced,  but  not 
locked,  and  it  is  quite  true  that 
Honey  would  have  gone  off  with 
anybody.  She  loved' people  incur¬ 
ably  and  without  any  discrimi¬ 
nation  whatsoever.  But  she  also 
fought  with  Precious,  and  I  have 
always  wondered  if  G.  did  the 
same  thing  to  Honey  that  my 
mother  did  to  the  kittens  of  my 
youth.  I  will  never  know.

first  priority.  I  wouldn’t  especially 
like  to  debate  Alan  Dershowitz.  I 
would  like  to  sit  down  with 
Andrea  Dworkin  and  discuss 
many  of  the  issues  surrounding 
pornography.  There  was  a  lot  that 
wasn’t  said,  and  I  remain  with 
many  questions. 

For  instance,  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment.  I  don’t  think  the  U.S.  gov¬ 
ernment  really  cares  about  me,  or 
has  any  interest  in  the  growth  of 
strong,  militant,  fighting  women. 
I  don’t  think  the  government  or 
the  courts  are  happy  that  the  First 
Amendment  increases  my 
freedom  to  organize  and  do  poli¬ 
tical  work.  I  certainly  wouldn’t 
want  to  rely  on  them  (the  courts, 
the  government,  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment)  as  any  real  protection. 

But  the  First  Amendment,  and 
the  extent  to  which  it  is  enforced 


Though  they  were  unquestion¬ 
ably  pure-bred  collies.

Sometimes,  when  we  least  ex¬ 
pect  it,  a  Force  beyond  our  ability 
to  wish,  answers  our  deepest 
needs.  We  are  guaranteed  nothing 
by  purchases  or  bargains.  Only 
love,  freely  exchanged,  really 
matters  —  in  our  dealings  with 
animals  as  in  our  dealings  with  one 
another. 


and  respected,  does  increase  my 
personal  and  political  freedom.  It 
does  allow  the  existence  of  lesbian 
and  gay  and  feminist  and  progres¬ 
sive  literature  and  writings. 
Already  the  government  attempts 
to  limit  our  freedom,  and  a 
strong,  mass  movement  is  our 
only  real  protection. 

Andrea  Dworkin  didn’t  say  that 
she  believed  in  legal  censorship, 
but  she  did  say  that  the  First 
Amendment  wasn’t  relevant.  Dif¬ 
ferent  anti-pornography  groups  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  have 
different  views  on  actual  censor¬ 
ship,  from  being  adamantly  op¬ 
posed  to  it  to  working  for  it.  In 
criticizing  pornography,  we  need  a 
strong  and  clear  stand  against  por¬ 
nography.  Lesbians  and  gay  men 
do  need  freedom  of  speech  to 
survive  openly  in  this  society. 

Yet  I  say  this  with  some  uneasy

questions.  Horrible  stuff  —  dan¬ 
gerous,  vicious,  violent  stuff  — 
gets  generated  in  this  society  by 
pornographers.  by  the  Nazis,  by 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  1  recoil  from 
Alan  Dershowitz,  proudly  pro¬ 
claiming  his  practice  of  defending 
pomogaphers  and  Nazis  and 
Klansmembers.  1  also  know  that  I 
believe  in  freedom  of  speech  — 
not  just  as  what  is  disparagingly 
known  as  a  “bourgeois  civil  lib¬ 
erty,”  but  as  an  important,  demo¬ 
cratic  principle  that  1  want  in  any 
society  I  can  imagine.  Real  free¬ 
dom  of  speech  means  freedom  for 
those  whom  I  oppose.  I  want  to 
work  instead  to  eliminate  the  cli¬ 
mate  and  institutions  that 
generate  “bad  speech.” 

Even  harder  for  me  to  figure 
out  is  the  whole  question  of  por¬ 
nography.  What  is  it,  really?  Is  it 
the  worst  thing  in  the  world?  I 
find  that  a  scary  question  to  ask.  I 
don’t  know  a  lot  about  pornogra¬ 
phy.  I  didn’t  find  Playboy  erotic 
when  I  secretly  read  my  father’s 
copies.  I  did  masturbate  while 
reading  trashy  porn  novels  hidden 
by  the  man  who  owned  the  house 
I  used  to  clean  in  1973.  I  found 
them  erotic  —  they  were  pretty 
vanilla  and  totally  heterosexual. 
I’ve  read  a  little  soft  gay  male  S/M 
stuff  and  got  turned  on  by  it.  I 
haven’t  seen  the  worst  of  pornog¬ 
raphy. 

I  was  bothered  by  Dworkin’ s 
descriptions  of  pornography.  She 
used  only  the  most  violent  images, 
in  which  women  were  beaten  and 


tortured  and  hung  in  the  interests 
of  making  pornography.  But  I 
know  that’s  not  all  of  the  por¬ 
nography  industry.  Much  of  por¬ 
nography  is  objectifying,  disgust¬ 
ing  and  dominated  by  male  fan¬ 
tasies,  but  it  is  not  all  actual 
women  being  tortured.  I  suspect 
it’s  not  even  most  of  it.  Dworkin 
may  believe  that  it  doesn’t  matter 
—  that  the  psychological  effects 
of  pornography  are  just  as  bad. 
But  she  certainly  didn’t  say  that. 
She  generated  a  series  of  violent 
images  and  put  all  pornography 
into  one  category.  I  felt  manipu¬ 
lated.  I  felt  that  criticizing  Dwor¬ 
kin  meant  supporting  the  torture 
of  women. 

I  do  have  a  gut,  intuitive  feeling 
that  anything  that  objectifies  and 
dehumanizes  a  group  of  people 
makes  it  easier  for  violence  against 
that  group  to  occur.  Dworkin 
talks  of  pornography  as  that 
which  justifies  and  perpetuates  the 
rape  and  prostitution  of  women.  I 
wonder,  though,  if  it’s  not  such 
things  as  the  family,  the  economic 
inequality  of  women  and  the 
patriarchal  power  structure  of 
society  that  perpetuates  violence 
against  women.  There  is  a  fight 
against  pornography  I  want  to 
have  waged,  but  in  a  context  that 
focuses  on  society’s  institutions.  I 
fear  getting  lost  in  a  battle  that 
elevates  pornography  to  the 
primary  target. 

I  also  wonder  about  the  con¬ 
nections  between  sex  and  violence, 
about  the  differences  between 
pornography  and  erotica.  I  don’t

want  to  say  that  Andrea  Dworkin, 
or  other  women  working  against 
pornography,  hre  prudes  and  anti¬ 
sex.  However,  by  using  only 
violent,  coercive  images  and  then 
including  all  pornography,  Dwor¬ 
kin  does  seem  to  say  most  sex  is 
violence,  whatever  the  context.  Or 
maybe  she’s  saying  just  most  het¬ 
erosexual  sex,  or  S/M  sex,  or 
other  forms  of  kinky  sex. 

I’m  not  ready  to  make  that 
statement.  I’m  also  not  ready  to 
differentiate  betwen  pornography 
and  erotica,  especially  if  erotica  is 
confined  to  that  which  is  soft  and 
sweet  and  loving.  As  I  more 


openly  discuss  sex  and  sexuality 
and  sexual  practices  and  fantasies 
with  women.  I’m  learning  that 
there’s  a  lot  of  stuff  women  are 
into  that’s  not  all  soft  and  sweet.  I 
want  to  learn  and  explore,  not  to 
judge. 

Dworkin’s  argument  that  por¬ 
nography  is  so  bad  that  nothing 
else  matters  frightens  me.  It 
creates  permission  for  a  self-right¬ 
eousness  that  many  people  —  in¬ 
cluding  women  —  are  too  willing 
to  assume.  I  felt  that  self-right¬ 
eousness  in  some  of  the  verbal 
attacks  women  in  the  audience 
made  on  Dershowitz.  He  was  a 


man  defending  pornography,  so 
you  could  say  anything  to  him.  As 
a  woman  who  might  defend  por¬ 
nography,  1  was  afraid  to  say  any¬ 
thing  that  night.  I  could  imagine 
myself  being  trashed  as  a  human 
being.  How  we  treat  each  other 
always  matters. 

Andrea  Dworkin  makes  a  very 
stirring,  persuasive  case  against 
pornography.  She  uses  real  ex¬ 
amples  of  real  outrages.  But  I 
don’t  want  to  let  my  emotions 
stop  my  thinking.  There  is  still  a 
lot  more  to  be  explored  around 
pornography,  sex,  and  violence 
against  women.
